BILL 

[AS AMENDED BY THE COMMITTEE] 

For enabling Ecclesiastical Persons and others, to make 
Leases of Tithes and of Church Lands in Ireland , so as to 
bind their Successors ; for extending the Powers of certain 
Acts for the summary recovery of Tithes to a certain 
amount ; and for other purposes relating thereto. 

Note . — The Figures in the Margin denote the number of the Folios in 
the written Copy. 



i great inconveniences have arisen from the Preamble, 

incapacity of Ecclesiastical persons and others, having qua- 
lified interests in Tithes and Church Lands in Ireland, to make Leases 
of the same, so as to bind their successors : 

And whereas the authorizing of such Leases, under certain Restrictions, 
to the Owners or Occupiers of the lands liable to the payment of Tithes, 
and such Church Lands, would be conducive as well to the interests of 
the United Church of England and Ireland , as to the improvement of the 
Agriculture of these realms ; 

May it therefore please Your MAJESTY, 

That it may be Enacted ; 3 nD he it (fcnactet), by The KIN G’s Most 
Excellent Majesty, by and with the Advice and Consent of the Lords 
Spiritual and Temporal, and Commons, in this present Parliament 
•2 assembled, and by the Authority of the same, THAT from and after the Corporation* 
twenty-fifth day of March one thousand eight hundred and twenty-two, having Eccie-- 
it shall and may be lawful to and for all and singular Bodies Politic foes'sc^may 
Corporate and Collegiate, Archbishops and Bishops, Deans and Chap- s™ 1 ’* i^ses 
ters, Precentors, Prebendaries, Rectors, Vicars and other personshaving a Term not 
spiritual or ecclesiastical Benefices or Preferment in Ireland, who are ^YMr" 8 ^ 
seised of or entitled to any Tithes or portions of Tithe ; and also to and Ireland * 
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( 2 ) 

for all and singular persons in Inland, who shall hereafter become tenants 
lor life, or for jears determinable on a life or lives, or tenants in tail or 
tenants in fee, subject to be determined by executory devise or shifting’ use 
of any Tithes or portion of Tithe, and not having any express power of 
leasing, for the term of ten years or more, the same Tithes annexed to 
such estates ; and also to and for the committees or guardians of any 
person or persons in Ireland so seised or entitled as aforesaid, and being 
infants lunatics or idiots, to make or grant any Lease or Leases of the 
same Tithes or portions of Tithe, or any part thereof, by Indenture or 
Indentures, to any such person or persons as hereinafter mentioned, for 
any term or number of years not exceeding twenty-one years (subject to , 
such qualification as is hereinafter mentioned,) and to take effect in * 
possession, and not in reversion, or by way of future interest, reserving 
on every such Lease or Grant the best or most improved yearly rent or 
annual sum that can be reasonably had or gotten for the same ; and that 
every such Lease or Grant shall be valid and binding for the term thereby 
demised, upon the successor and successors of every such Body Politic 
Corporate and Collegiate, Archbishop, Bishop, Hector, Vicar and other 
person having spiritual or ecclesiastical Benefice or Preferment, and upon 
all and singular persons having estates or interests in remainder reversion 
or expectancy in the same Tithes or portions of Tithe, when and as such 
estates or interests shall from time to time vest in possession. 

And be it further Enacted, That the tithe rent or annual sum which, 
in and by every such Lease or Grant as aforesaid, shall he reserved or 
made payable, shall be incident to the reversion of the Tithes thereby 
granted or demised ; and that all and every person or persons who from 
time to tune, during the continuance of the term granted by each such 
lease respectively, shall become entitled to the same tithe rent or annual 
sum as incident to such reversion, shall and may have and use the same 
or the like remedies for recovering and enforcing the payment of such 
tithe rent or annual sum, as the person or persons may or might 
have aod use by whom the same lease respectively was made and 
granted. 

Provided always, and be it further Enacted, That no such Lease or 
Grant ot any Tithes or portions of Tithe, which shall be made by any 
rector, vicar, or other person having ecclesiastical or spiritual preferment 
or benefice, shall be valid and effectual, without the previous consent in 
writing of the patron or patrons of such benefice, or the guardian or 
guardians of any such patron or patrons, being infants, lunatics or idiots 
and of the Bishop or Ordinary to whom the spiritual jurisdiction of the 
same benefice shall of right belong, unless the same benefice shall be a 
donative, or otherwise exempt from episcopal jurisdiction, and then the 
consent of the patron or patrons thereof, together with that of the 
Bishop of the diocese within which the same is locally situate, shall he 
requisite ; and that women, being patrons and under coverture, shall, 
jointly with their husbands, be competent to «ive such-consent 

Provided 
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Provided also, and be it farther Enacled, That no Bishop or 
Ordinary to whom application shall he made for consent to any such 
Lease or Grant as aforesaid, shall he entitled to give or signify such 

5 consent until he shall have been famished with a Certificate in writing, 
to be made by some person or persons competent to estimate and com- 
pute the value of Tithes, appointed by the same Bishop or Ordinary, 
and to be sworn before a Justice of the Peace, to the form or effect 

• following : —

“ estimate and compute the value of the Tithes in the annexed

“ pursuant to an Act [here insert the Title of this Act ] is the 
sum mentioned in the said Schedule against the said tene- 
ment, and is a fair and just equivalent for the said 
“ Tithes.” 

Provided also, and be it further Enacted, That no person or persons 
as aforesaid shall be competent to make any such Certificate as afore- 
said, if he or they shall be the owner or occupier of any titheable lands 
or hereditaments within the parish wherein the Tithes or portion of 
Tithe to be valued or estimated as aforesaid shall arise. 

And be it further Enacted, That the costs and charges of every such 
valuation shall be borne and paid by the parties respectively granting 
and accepting such Leases, in equal moieties, and that every such 
certificate shall be filed and preserved by the registrar of the Bishop or 

6 Ordinary by whom such consent shall tie given as aforesaid, to the end 
that recourse may be had thereto at all seasonable and convenient times, 
by all persons whom it may concern ; and that such registrar, or his 
deputy for the time being, shall keep and make a calendar or index of 
the several certificates which shall be so filed, for the purpose of more 
convenient reference thereto, for every inspection of which said calendar 
One shilling shall be paid, and no more ; and a true copy of any such 
certificate, signed by such registrar, or his deputy for the time being, shall 
be delivered to any person or persons demanding the same, when and 
as often as the same shall be required ; and Three shillings, but no more, 
shall be paid for every such copy, which copy, duly verified upon oath! 
shall at all times hereafter be admitted as good and legal evidence in all 
Courts whatsoever. 
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And be it further Enacted, That upon the making and granting of p,«„, 
•every such Lease os aforesaid, the preference and priority of taking and rfxku'”" 
holding tile same shall belong, in the first place, to the person or persons, lj - nude. 5 
body politic corporate or collegiate, who shall he in the actual possession 
of or entitled to the rents and profits of the messuages, lands, tenements 
3 °?- or 
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or hereditaments, out of which the Tithes or portion of Tithe to be 
thereby granted or demised, shall be arising or accruing (other than and 7 
except mesne or intermediate landlords, and other than and except 
tenants or occupiers at improved or rack rents ;) and that in case such 
body, person or persons as aforesaid, shall refuse or decline to accept 
such Lease at the rent proposed or demanded by the owner or owners 
of any such Tithes or portion of Tithe, and there shall be any mesne or 
intermediate landlord or landlords, of the same messuages, lands, 
tenements or hereditaments, the right of taking such Lease shall in 
the next place belong to the said mesne or intermediate landlord 
or landlords, every superior landlord (if more than one) being pre- 
ferred to and having priority in the exercise of such right, to every 
inferior landlord or landlords; and in case there shall be no such 
mesne or intermediate landlord or landlords, or he or they shall 
refuse or decline to accept the same Lease, it shall be lawful to make 
and grant the same unto the occupier or occupiers of the said messuages, 
lands, tenements and hereditaments, holding the same upon any 
Lease for years at rack rent: Provided always, That no Lease or 
Grant shall be made to any such mesne or intermediate landlord or 
landlords, or occupier or occupiers, at a lower rent or yearly sum 
than that at which the same Lease shall have been offered to, the 
person or persons, body politic or corporate, entitled to such priority as 8 
aforesaid. 

And be it further Enacted, That where any messuages, lands, tene- 
ments or hereditaments, of any proprietor or mesne landlord who shall 
take the benefit of such preference as aforesaid, shall be in the occupation 
of more than one occupier as distinct tenements, that the Tithes or 
portion of Tithe arising or accruing upon such distinct tenements, shall 
tie set forth in a Schedule, in the Lease or Grant of any such messuages, 
lands, tenements or hereditaments, to he made to such proprietor or 
mesne landlord ; and that the Tithe rent or annual sum, to be reserved 
in respect of the same messuages, lands, tenements or hereditaments, 
shall be estimated separately upon each of such distinct tenements, 
or distributed among the same tenements, in proportion to the ac- 
tual quantum of Tithe which shall be accruing upon such tenements 
respectively. 

Provided always, and be it further Enacted, That no such Lease or 
Grant as aforesaid, which shall be made to any occupier holding 
under any Lease for years or lives, shall continue for a longer periqd 
than the interest of such occupier, under the same Lease or some 
renewed Lease; but every Lease of Tithes to an occupier, shall 
determine when he shall cease to be the occupier of the land. 

And be it further Enacted, That every such Lease or Grant as 
aforesaid, shall be incident to and attendant upon the estate or interest 9 
of the person or persons, body or corporation, to whom the same Lease 
shall he made or granted, of and in the messuages, lands, tenements and 
hereditaments, out of which the Tithes thereby granted shall be arising 
or accruing; and shall enure either by way of demise or subsisting 

interest. 
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interest, or by way of discharge or retainer, at the election of the person 
or persons, body or corporation, taking and holding such Lease. 

And he it further Enacted, That where any such Lease or Grant shall 
have been taken under such benefit of preference as aforesaid, by or 
on the behalf of any person or persons, body or corporation, not having 
the absolute estate of inheritance in fee simple in the messuages, lands 
tenements or hereditaments out of which the Tithes thereby granted 
or demised shall he arising or accruing, then and in every such case 
the person or persons, body or corporation, having or being beneficially 
entitled to any estate or interest in succession, remainder, reversion or 
expectancy, shall at any time or times after such estate or interest shall 
vest in possession by the determination of the preceding estate or interest, 
be entitled, and he she and they is and are hereby authorized and 

10 empowered to demand from the original lessee or lessees of the Tithes, 
his her or their executors administrators or assigns, an assignment of his 
her or their interest in such Lease ; which assignment such original lessee 
or lessees, his her or their executors administrators and assigns, are 
hereby required to make and execute accordingly, and so from time to 
time, every other person body or corporation beneficially entitled in suc- 
cession, remainder, reversion or expectancy, shall, at any time after 
their respective estates or interest shall vest in possession by the deter- 
mination of the preceding estate or interest, in like manner be entitled, 
and he she and they is and are hereby authorized and empowered to 
demand an assignment from the person or persons body or corporation 
who shall then be proprietor of such Lease of his her or their interest 
therein. 

And be if further Enacted, That where any such Lease shall be 
granted under such benefit of preference as aforesaid, to or on the behalf 
of any person or persons, body or corporation, who shall either as Pro- 
prietor, or os mesne or intermediate Landlord, be entitled to the rents 
and profits of the messuages, lands, tenements and hereditaments, out 

1 1 of which the Tithes thereby granted or demised shall be arising or 
accruing, and there shall be any Lease for years or lives of the same 
messuages, lands, tenements or hereditaments then subsisting and 
undetetmined, it shall and may be lawful for the occupier under such 
Lease, on giving notice in writing of his or her intention unto the person 
or persons body or corporation entitled to the rents and profits as afore- 
said, his her or their bailiff or agent, at any time within three calendar 
months next after the making of such Lease or grant of Tithes, to retain 
the same Tithes unto his or her own use and benefit during the conti- 
nuance of his or her Lease of the same messuages, lands, tenements 
or hereditaments ; and that in such case a sum of money equal to the 
amount of the Tithe Rent or yearly sum reserved or made payable by 
the Lease or grant of the said Tithes, shall be considered as yearly rent 
payable by such occupier, unto the person or persons, body or corpo- 
ration, having the Lease of such Tithes, and shall be recovered and 
payable and paid as such. 
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And be it further Enacted, That in every case where any Lease or 
Grant shall have been made, pursuant to the authorities and provisions 
of this Act, by any Bishop, Rector, Vicar, or other person having 
spiritual preferment or benefice, and the person by whom such Lease 12 
or Grant shall have been made, or any succeeding Incumbent shall 
depart this life, or shall vacate his benefice or preferment by resignation 
or otherwise, previous to the determination of the same Lease or Grant, 
and between or in the interval of any of the days which shall be appointed 
for the payment of the Tithe Rent or annual sum thereby reserved, such 
part of the same Tithe Rent or annual sum as shall be in proportion to 
the time or number of days which shall have elapsed between the last 
day of payment, and the death resignation or other avoidance of such 
incumbent, shall be payable and paid unto the person so resigning or 
otherwise avoiding the same benefice or preferment, or the executors or 
administrators of the person so dying ; and that such proportional part 
or share of the Tithe Rent reserved on every such Lease, shall be 
recoverable by all or any of the ways and means w hich are by this Act 
provided for recovering and enforcing the payment of the said Tithe 
Rents or annual sums, or any quarterly payments thereof. 

And be it further Enacted, That if the Tithe Rent or annual sum to 
be reserved or made payable in or by such Lease or Grant as aforesaid, 
or any part thereof, shall be in arrear and unpaid by the space of forty 13 
days next over or after any of the days whereon the same shall by such 
Lease or Grant be made payable, then and from time to time as often 
as it shall so happen, it shall and may be lawful for the person or persons, 
bodies politic corporate or collegiate, who for the time being shall be 
entitled to the Tithe Rent or sum so in arrear, to levy and raise the 
same by distress or distresses upon the lands tenements or hereditaments 
liable to the payment of the Tithes which shall have been so granted or 
demised, and the distress and distresses there found to detain, manage, 
sell and dispose of, in the same manner to all intents and purposes, as if 
the same had been a distress for a rent reserved upon a lease for years of 
corporeal hereditaments, and that such right of distress and the distress 
so taken shall, for any number of quarterly payments not exceeding four 
at any one time, have the preference over the Crown and all other 
claimants and creditors whatsoever. 

And be it further Enacted, That any occupier or occupiers who shall 
pay any such Tithe Rent or arrears thereof, to prevent a distress under 
the power hereinbefore contained, or who shall have satisfied the same 
Tithe Rent or arrears thereof, by means of such distress or distresses, j 4 
shall be entitled to retain the money so paid or raised by such distress or 
distresses, out of any rent due or to become due, which such occupier 
shall be liable to pay to his reversioner who ought to have paid such 
Tithe Rent, or who shall by law be under any obligation to indemnify 
such occupier from the same Tithe Rent. 

Provided always, and be it further Enacted, That if at any time 
during the continuance of any such Lease or Grant as aforesaid, the 

Tithe 
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Tithe Rent or annual sum thereby reserved or made payable, shall be in 
arrear and unpaid, by the space of Three calendar months next after 
notice in writing shall have been given to the person or persons liable to 
the payment of the same rent, demanding the payment thereof; and at 
the expiration of such Three calendar months, there shall be no sufficient 
distress to be found upon the lands tenements or hereditaments charged 
or chargeable with the same rent, then and in every such case it shall be 
lawful for the person or persons entitled to the same rent, wholly to avoid 
such Lease or Grant, and the Tithes thereby granted or demised, thence- 
forth to demand, sue for, recover and receive, as if such Lease had never 
been made or executed. 

Provided always, and be it further Enacted, That notwithstanding Le«„ of 
15 any thing in this Act contained, all and every person and persons, bodies 

politic or corporate, by whom any such Lease or Grant shall be made 'die. Livin'' 
as aforesaid, shall and may have and use the same or the like remedies, 
by action or suit at law or in equity, or other ways and means what- “/ 0 ^°” p0 ' 
soever, for recovering and enforcing the payment of the Tithe Rent or SSL* 
annual sum reserved on the same Lease or Grant, as he or they 
respectively may or might have for the recovery of any sum or sums of 
money payable as a composition for any Tithes, under an agreement for 
the retainer of the same Tithes. 

AND whereas in several parishes in that part of the United Kingdom Glebs land, 
called Ireland, there are glebe lands of so great an extent, that it would 
not be expedient that the same should be held in actual occupation by LyL,.' 

1? the Incumbents thereof: Axd whereas it would tend much to the im- 
provement of such glebe lands, if Incumbents were enabled to demise .the 
same for a certain number of years, under due restrictions; BE it 
Enacted, That from and after the Twenty-fifth day of March next, it 
shall and may be lawful for any rector, vicar, or other ecclesiastical 
person who shall be possessed of glebe lands in that part of the United 
Kingdom called Ireland (mensal lands only excepted,) to grant any lease 
or leases of the same to any person or persons, for any term not exceeding 
Twenty-one years, with such consent, and subject to such other provisions 
and restrictions as are hereinbefore expressed and contained concerning 
Leases of Tithes. 0

Act, such Justices of the Peace shall be authorized and required to hear 
and determine all complaints touching tithes oblations and compositions 
subtracted or withheld, where the same shall not exceed the amount or 
value of Twenty Pounds from any one person, in all such cases, and by 
-l all such means, and subject to all such provisions and remedies by appeal

And be it further Enacted, That in every case where any bond f de 
annual composition for Tithes shall have been made or continued by an. 
Bishop, Rector, Vicar, or other person having spiritual preferment or 
benefice, and such person shall depart this life, or shall vacate his pre- 
ferment or benefice by resignation or otherwise, such composition shall 
be deemed and taken to continue in full force and effect to ail intents

next ensuing; and such part of the annual sum agreed to he taken in 
heu ot tithes, as shall be in proportion to the time elapsed from the

And be it further Enacted, That in case any annual crop or produce, 
usually separated from the ground before the twenty-ninth day of 
September, shall in any year remain attached to the ground after the said 
day, in consequence of inclement weather, or of other unavoidable causes,, 
such crop or produce shall be deemed and taken tot be a crop or produce 23 
of the year ending on the said twenty-ninth day of September, for all 
purposes respecting Tithes, as completely as if the said crop or produce 
had been separated from the ground at the usual time : Provided always.
